State Gasoline Tax Adds 
$796,326, Redwine Reports 


Gasoline taxes for the month of 
November increased $145,161 over 
last month and $796,326 over No- 
vember of 1948, State Revenue 
Commissioner Charles D. Redwine 
disclosed yesterday. 

The gain over last year reflects 
the one-cent per gallon tax hike 
enacted by the special session of 
the Legislature last Summer. 

Redwine said that although it 
took two months for the tax in- 
crease to be reflected in monthly 
reports, the motor fuel and kero- 
sene tax collections this fiscal 
year, from July through Novem- 
ber, are running $2,803,088 ahead 
of the same period last year. 

This indicates, the Commission- 
er said. that the one-cent tax hike 
should total more than the $6,000,- 
000 additional State revenue it was 
designed to collect. 

The November collections report 
totaled $4,136,000, compared to 
‘ ,.990.905 last month and $3,339,- 
740 for November a year ago. 

Redwine said beer, cigar and 
cigarette tax collections are show- 
wg a satisfactory increase but that 
the State’s revenue from liquor is

They had earned 
everything we could do for them.’ 

The vear before Sgt. Morris 
spent Thanksgiving in Auckland, 
N. Z., he had welcomed the ar-

canal. “The Naval battle of Guad- 
‘alcanal had just been fought,” he 
said, “and our supply lines were 
effected. It was a big day in the 
lives of all of us when the Army 
came in with their stores of fresh 
groceries. ’ 

Th-nksgiving day is of particu- 
lar importance to T/Sgt. Hugh R. 
Noblitt. He first enlisted. on that 
date in 1941. Three years later at 
that time, MacArthur's invasion of 
the Philippines was well under 
way. And with Marine Fighter 
Squadron 222, operating in sup- 
port of the invasion, aboard the 
Island, was 
Sgt. Noblitt, now a crew chief. 

M/Sgt. Ray H. Nugent spent the 
first Thanksgiving of the war at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. The feast 
his unit had there was far differ- 
ent from the one served him as a 
patient in an advance field hospi- 
tal on Pavuvu, Russell Islands, 
two years later. Recovering from 
a wound received on Peleliu, he 
had to be satisfied with assorted 
dehydrated delicacies. The follow- 
ing vear, 1945, the war was over 
and Nugent received a wonderful 
turkey dinner in Japan. 

“Fresh chow had just caught up 
with us,” he recalls, “and we had 
the best meal we'd had since the 
occupation began two months be- 
fore.” 

In Iceland for Thanksgiving, 
1941, M/Sgt. Elwin W. Bufkin 
traveled aroynd the world to Wel- 
lington, New Zealand, for his next 
turkey day. And the last week of

On the domestic front last 
Thanksgiving Day’s news’ was 
highlighted by the Battle of Civil 
Rights. Leading the forces oppos- 
ing President Truman’s civil-rights 
program was Georgia’s Sen. Rus- 
sell, who had been the South’s 
candidate for the Presidency in 
the Democratic Convention maneu- 
verings. 

In an interview with a Consti- 
tution reporter at the Senator’s 
home in V’inder, Russell told of 
battle plans to stop enactment of 
a civil-rights program which he 
thought would retard rather than 
aid racial amity. Believing the 
Southerners in Congress to be in 
an advantageous bargaining posi- 
tion, with their sizable bloc of 
votes, Russell favored the parlia- 
mentary technique of compromise 
as the best weapon of offense 
against an all-out civil-rights pro- 
gram, 

In other words, the Southerners 
would support the President on 
other fair-deal programs in return 
for a more or less token fight for 
civil-rights legislation on the part 
of the Administration. 

At the time, Russell warned that 


racial issue in the South will be 
set back 50 years.” 

Compromise in the end won out. 
The President scored victories for 
his fair-deal promises in housing, 


minimum wages, social security re-

“I have taken money from my 
own pocket for the beautification 
of the cemetery. I have sold tax- 
free bonds to pay for this beauti- 
fication program.

The war we were so sure was coming 


a year ago isn’t here. In fact, it seems 
farther away ,than a year ago. 

The depression that everyone said was 
coming hasn’t arrived. True, the times 
are out of joint, and there are more people 
making more money than ever before and 
also more people unemployed than a year 
ago. But, there is no depression. 

Food prices, while high, are a little 
lower than a year ago. The turkey grow- 
ers.in particular, are pained by it. 

There is in evidence a great spiritual 
hunger, as is evidenced by the rush to 
read the religious books and columns by 
Dr. Norman V. Peale and others, and also 
as witnessed by the sale of the books re- 
lating to peace of mind, the attainment of 
spiritual peace, and so on. 

The Mormons may have a good idea. 

If every family were to have an hour 
of gathering together, with prayer, and a 
frank discussion of its blessings as op- 
posed to the troubles, or liabilities, it might 
be more profitable in the long run than 
an hour of gorging. 

At any rate, Thanksgiving Day is at 
hand. 

Like any other day, it will be largely 
what we make of it. 


A Warning to the Atlanta Area 


We don’t hold with those who profess 
to believe the upsurge in crime is a natu- 
ral result of the dislocation caused by war. 


We have observed that crime increases 
inevitably when and where law enforce- 
ment is weak and involved in political cor- 
ruption. It has been a source of consider- 
able satisfaction to us, and it must be to 
all Atlantans and Georgians, that the re- 
turn of racketeering, fed by gambling, 
has signally failed to touch this city and 
its environs despite numerous attempts 
of the racketeers to light here. 


That is because our law-enforcement 
authorities have kept on the job. They 
have not been corrupted. Racketeering, 
particularly gambling, which is its source 
of revenue, cannot flourish without aid 
and/or consent of the police. That is a 
fact the people ought to remember. 

The recent upsurge of sex crimes has 
the whole country frightened. There now 
are eight unsolved sex killings in Michi- 
gan. Byt the Los Angeles area is the 
center of this criminal activity, particu- 
larly that involving small children. There 
have been 25 reports of molestation of 
children in that city within the past week. 
One six-vear-old girl was killed by a bru- 
tal grandfather who seemed only a kindly 
old soul interested in children. The latest 
murder victim was a 17-month-old baby. 

California, and the Los Angeles area 
especially, is plagued with more people 
than it can handle. Moreover, law en- 
forcement became so corrupt in the city 
that a retired Marine Corps general had

to be called in to see if he could help 
straighten things out. A notorious gang- 
ster, Mickey Cohen, figured prominently 
in the effort. 

We do not mean to be smug. Nor do 
we underestimate the problems that.con- 
front a city of Los Angeles’ size and area, 
which has practically doubled in popula- 
tion since the war and which, by its very 
nature, attracts many of the undesirable 
elemenf®* 

But we do believe that if Los Angeles 
citizens had found some way to keep law 
enforcement operative and above corrupt- 
ing influences it would not today find it 
necessary to call mass meetings to develop 
means of-protecting its children. 

In the Los Angeles dilemma there is a 
warning to Atlanta and the entire area. 
All the region surrounding the city rap- 
idly is becoming urbanized. It offers a 
fertile field to any racketeer who can 
“break in.” It is the duty of our citizens 
and police to ‘see that every such effort 
is squelched promptly. Several attempts 
already have been made. There is rea- 
son to believe the racketeers haven’t given 
up yet. 

Also, we have seen that in the few 
months the law requiring premarital ex- 
aminations has been in effect, almost 400 
applicants have been found infected. 

Will the State Legislature next Janu- 
ary not go courageously into the business 
of confining sex criminals as mental pa- 
tients or dangerously insane are held, so 
they may not be turned loose with fines 
or brief sentences? 


The President's Day Isn't an Easy One 


WASHINGTON—How does the President 


of the United States spend his average work day, 


An interesting and intimate answer to this question has just been given by Donald Dawson, one of 


the White House administrative assistants. 

The President's routine may vary with dif- 
ferent days, as it does with different Presidents. 
But except in cases where he has visiting dig- 
nitaries on his hands, Mr. Truman follows pretty 
much the same schedule, day in and day out. 
It is not an easy schedule. 


In one of those intimate discussions be. 
fore a group of his old college cronies, Mr. 
Dawson revealed the other day that the 
Presidential day usually starts around 5 to 
5:30 in the morning—an hour when most 
people have not even thought of getting 
up. After a hearty breakfast Mr. Truman 
is at his office by 8 o'clock. 


By 9 o'clock he has completed his day's dic- 
tation. From 9 to 9:30 a. m. he confers with 
his advisers on domestic affairs, and from 9:30 
to 10 o'clock he is briefed on the problems that 
may develop that day in the world situation. 

By 10 a. m. each day, according to Mr. Daw- 
son, the President knows more than anybody 
else in the world about the domestic and world 
situation. 

These are merely the preliminaries of his 
day’s work. Perhaps his most arduous duties 
begin at 10 a. m. Then he starts his daily round 
of appointments. These go on at 15-minute in- 
tervals until 1 p. m., when he takes time off for 
lunch. After lunch he takes a nap, ordered by 
his doctors, and returns to work at 3, frequently 
staying in his office as late as 5:30 or 6. Most 
of the Government departments quit at 4:30. 


No President ever finds the time to read 
all of the official reports and documents 
submitted to him, and Mr. Truman fre- 
quently takes a bulging briefcase home with 
him for night study. He goes to bed “when 
he gets tired,” according to the White House 
aide, but often it is 10:30 or 11 before he 
gets around to that. Not much time for 
sleep, considering the early hour at which 
he arises every morning. Yet he seems to 
thrive on it all. 


The President's schedule runs even heavier 
when some foreign government head is in 


It shows Mr. Truman up as no slouch on his job. 


Washington, as was the case last week with the 
visit here of the Shah of Iran—or Persia, as 
the country was formerly Known. On occasions 
of that kind the President must add a number 
of social functions to his official routine. Since 
the end of the war the United States has become 
such a nerve center of world political and fi. 
nancial affairs that Washington is the Mecca 
of foreign governmental leaders. 

A short time before the Shah’s visit Nehru, 
of India, was here. This week the White House 
will be entertaining Field Marshal Montgomery, 
of Great Britain. 


Mr. Dawson believes that Mr. Truman is 
entitled to the rating as the most active Pres- 
ident the nation has ever had. He cites one 
instance during last year’s campaign as an 
example of what he means. On one of the 
final days of the campaign the President 
had made 27 speeches by ‘4:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon when he arrived in New York. 
He made eight more that day after arriving 
in New York, and then was up window: 
shopping the next morning by 11 o'clock. 


As to the method employed by Mr. Truman 
in preparing his formal addresses, this is about 
the same as it was under President Roosevelt. 
No one man writes all of the President’s 
speeches. The groundwork for each speech, 
Mr. Dawson explained, is done by the Gov- 
ernment department most interested. Then a 
number of people sit down in the cabinet room 
to work out a draft. 

When the speech reaches the fina] draft 
stage, the President takes it home with him and 
goes over the draft with his closest adviser, 
who happens to be Mrs. Truman. 

Aside from the amount of work he puts in 
on his job—the most powerful elective office in 
the world—Mr. Dawson has his own idea about 
the popularity the President enjoys with the 
country. The secret of his charm, he says, lies 
in the fact that he is just plain “Harry Tru- 
man, with not one iota of sham or pretense about 
him.” The powér and prestige of his office has 
not changed him one bit.

Miss Smith 
And Freud 


Since I try to read about three books each 
week, and have a deal of trouble finding the time 
to do so, because at home I look forward to giv- 

ing time to telling stories and answering questions asked by a small 
boy, I have to pick and choose. Therefore, most of my reading is 
nonfiction and much of that is selected deliberately with the idea 
of trying to learn something from it. 

One of the books I put aside was Lillian Smith’s nonfiction book 
which is, I suppose, a sort of sequel to her novel, “Strange Fruit.” 
I-know Miss Smith to be a sincere, honest person, but also to be a 
zealot, burning with a bright blue flame, a person whose own psy- 
chological agony cries from her words; whose long service as a mis- 
sionary across the seas has not assuaged the invisible spurs which 
obviously rowel her; which also has not quenched the passion of 
her fervent witnessing for the Savior. So I was not going to read it, 
knowing what I would find. 

But, finally, read it I did, and confirmed what I had expected—a 
book told so emotionally that it frequently becomes strident and 
spills over the edges; a book often eloquent and one involving deep 
human terms and feelings. But also a thesis as warped as the Freud- 
ian cast with which she covers it. And, although the Jung school of 
psychiatrists now regard Freud as passe, he still is heavy stuff to 
swing about. Christ, Freud and the psychiatrists of the Freudian 
school are in it; as are Gandhi and Schweitzer, the magnificent. In 
essence, it is an attempt to depict the problem of race in the South 
in terms of psychiatric fears, guilts and complexes. When a mis- 
sionary begins to mix Freud and Christ, the result is not unexpect- 
edly distorted. 


Error It is not my purpose to tear down the book, although I 

think it grievously in error and most unfair, really, to the 
Negro himself. Miss Smith writes with a typical detachment of the 
zealot, ignoring that in Pakistan race and traditions produce blood 
and disaster and exploitation; that caste and discriminatory exploit- 
ing of tribes in India plague that unhappy nation; that there is no 
comparable psychiatric background in South Africa, yet a worse and 
more explosive situation; that in Palestine and the Arab nations 
religious and racial dissensions between the people grow out of the 
Moslem divisions of Sunni and Shia‘and out of deep, historical tra- 
ditions and historical wounds and prejudices; that in Spain the 
Moor and the Spaniard have a gulf worsened by the civil war, and 
that everywhere there are degrees of the same problem which afflicts 
the South and holds it back. 

With the zealot’s zeal and astigmatisms, she focuses her psychiat- 
ric-magnifying glass on the South and comes up with her conclu- 
sions, magnified. That the South does have a guilt complex is true. 
That it stems from anything save guilt, I doubt. I do not believe it 
necessary to call in that good Viennese, Freud, or even Jung, who 
seems to have made Freud outmoded, to explain the guilt. 


Mammy The white man’s burden, she says, is his childhood. 
Thereupon she develops the most erroneous and fan- 
tastic Freudian thesis—namely, that so many Southerners had a 
Negro “mammy,” a beloved person, that all else having to do with 
the racial problem has been traumatic. That is a process of being 
wounded, in the readjustment of the childish love for ‘mammy,” 
and the developing precepts which, she concludes, finally make the 
Negro a symbol for sin and sexual crimes. 

This thesis is, of course, not true. She adopts, for this premise, 
the position that alk Southern homes were white pillared mansions 
with devoted colored mammies dutifully tending each Southern 
child. 

The truth is only an infinitesimal number of Southerners had 
“mammies”’ and of that number most of them are dead and gone. 

Save for the islands of the plantation system at Natchez, Vicks- 
burg and New Orleans there were precious few ‘“‘mammies” in Mis- 
sissippi. There are even fewer in Alabama where, 25 years before 
the War Between the States began, the Indian war whoop still 
echoed and the new cotton lands, overrun largely by new settlers 
from South Carolina, Georgia, Virginia and New England, boasted 
little more than log and plank houses. In Georgia there were a 
few legendary mammies in Augusta, Savannah and a few smaller 
towns, but the Indians were not long gone from the new cotton 
lands which were the whole Chattahoochee and Savannah River 
valleys. They boasted no white-pillared halls with crooning mam- 
mies darndling infants on their knees or holding them to their ample 
bosoms. In all of North Georgia, down through the old Chero- 
kee lands, there was no horde of mammies giving complexes to white 
babies. West of the Mississippi there were few indeed. 


Fears The processes she nurses so tenderly did not even come 

into being as fears possessing psychiatric powers until 
after the war’s end. Her insistence that the economic factor was 
but a marginal role, because during the war the South had more 
money than ever before, but tolerance declined, is so emphatically 
disputed by an overwhelming mass of the evidence there is no argu- 
ment about it. The successes of the wartime FEPC; the relatively 
few incidents of violence attendant on the presence of great num- 
bers of soldiers in the South; the obvious progress of the Negro 
in every field, and many more undisputed facts, eloquently deny 
both her premise and this would-be clincher in her attempt to nullify 
the economic factor. 

There is truth in the book, and honesty, but it is a woefully 
unsound book. Miss Smith is a prisoner in the monastery of her 
own mind. But rarely does she come out of its gates, and then, 
apparently, seeing only wicked things to send her back to her hair 
shirt and the pouring of ashes on her head and salt.in her own psy- 
chiatric wounds. Perhaps her book is helpful. I do not know. I 
doubt it, really.. For all its honesty, eloquence and for all the truth 
in it, it still is unsound and too crowded with her own Freudian 
interpretations and emotions to be of real value. 
all persons who write about Freud ought to be more careful of 
what they reveal about themselves.

Is It Just a Magic Word? 


WASHINGTON—Since Secretary of State Dean Acheson and 
ECA Chief Paul Hoffman returned from their respective trips to 
Europe, it has become increasingly clear that American policy in 
Europe revolves about one magic word. This word is “integration.” 
And it is about time to inquire what this word really means to 
Acheson, Hoffman, and the other American policy-makers. 

A groper through the fog which more and more ‘obscures 
American foreign policy soon discovers that “integration” is the 
wrong word. To integrate, according to the dictionary, means “to 
unite or become united so as to form a more complete or perfect 
whole,” which would suggest that this country is trying to create a 


United States of Europe overnight. 

‘D eam In fact, what Acheson and Hoffman are trying to 
I promote is nothing of the sort. The real objective, as 

one of the authors of the integration project put it, is “to get back 

to 1910 by 1952.” What the United Stataes wants is a Europe 

whose internal trading relationships are as close as possible to those 

which existed before the first World War. 

In brief, it is now the major aim of American policy in Europe 
to eliminate currency controls and export and import restrictions. 
Ultimately what is wanted is a real economic union, with tariffs 
eliminated and a central banking system and a common currency 
created. But all concerned agree that for the foreseeable future 
this real’ “integration” is no more than a distant dream. 

This apparently rather modest but in fact enormously difficult 
project for turning the clock back to happier days is envisaged as 
taking place in a series of stages. In the first stage, there would 
be three separate groups of “integrated” states—France and Italy, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxembourg, and the three Scandinavian 
countries. The first five countries would then be joined, to form 
“Fritalux.” The Scandinavians would then probably be brought 
into Fritalux. And finally, Western Germany would be added, to 
make one big, relatively free trading area in Western Europe. 


; Since this project now clearly has first priority 
Expectations in American foreign policy, it is deeply im- 
portant to ask not only what it is expected to accomplish, but also 
what is not expected to accomplish. Its authors believe that in the 
long run—the very long run—‘integration” will strengthen the 
economies of Western Europe, and make the continent less de- 
pendent on the United States. A more immediately important 
political objective is to tie the rapidly reviving Western German 
economy firmly into that of the continent, and thus prevent Ger- 
many from turning again against the West. 


Dan ers These are highly commendable aims. But it is neces- 
gq sary to examine the other side of the coin. In Europe, 
two facts stand out like large, sore, sinister thumbs. The first is the 
imminent threat of British financial collapse, which has by no 
means been removed by devaluation of the pound, and which would 
surely be followed by a general economic collapse all over the 


continent. 
The second fact which stands out in Europe is that Western 


' Europe is still virtually defenseless in the face of the Soviet Union's 


massive rearmament effort. Again, the integration project will 
nat affect the real balance of military power, which is rapidly 
swinging in favor of the Soviet Union. 

In one of Chekov’s minor short stories there appears the 
character of a Russian landowner who planned vast improvements 
on his property, while the roof of his house was falling about his 
head. Free trade on the continent, leading ultimately to a real 
continental economic and political unidn, would certainly be a vast 
improvement, and a thoroughly worthy ultimate aim of American 
policy. But there is a perfectly obvious danger that “integration” 
will be accepted as a magical and marvellously inexpensive substi- 
tute for a real policy, capable of preventing the non-Communist 
world from caving in, like the Russian landowner’s roof.

The Fight Within the GOP 


WASHINGTON—A battle is brewing within the Republican Party between 
what might be called the professionals and the nonprofessionals over the 1952 
| presidential nomination, though this is not a hard-and-fast division, since some of 


each will be found in the other category. 


It comes about because of the boom 


| %= for Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower that has developed since the New York senatorial 
election where Republicans suffered another defeat of national significance, itself the most dramatic 
episode in the off-year elections that revealed elsewhere a general Democratic trend. 


The General, President of Columbia Univer- 
sity, is distinctly not a professional! in politics, 


as he himself explained so carefully in his mov- | 


ing statement of last year reading himself out 
of the race for a 1948 presidential nomination. 


» The boom for the General represents the 
search for a pleasing and colorful personality, 
a beloved, respected and popular war hero 
as well, behind whom the Party could unite 
and thus submerge the conflict among various 
factions over issues and Party policy which 

: they have found it difficult to resolve. 

But certain professional aspirants for the nom- 
ination in the Party are not prepared, at least 
there’s no sign of it yet, to let the nomination go 
by default to the General—if he wants it, which 
has not heen determined yet, either. Much to 
the contrary. At least two familiar figures who 
have shown considerable strength in previous 
contests for the nomination—Senator Robert A. 


Taft, of Ohio, and Harold Stassen, now President. 


of the University of Pennsylvania—are both 
eager for the 1952 nomination and their hats are 
as good as in the ring already. There are other 
prospective hopefuls, too, as usual, among the 
professionals. 

To be considered again, Sen. Taft must be 
re-elected to the Senate next year from Ohio. 
He is already at this, a year in advance and has 
been about it, in almost a door-to-door canvass 
of his State which will continue right on up to 
the election a year from now. The Senator 
looks upon 1952 as his year and so, incidentally, 
do lots of others who are powerful in the Re- 
publican Party. 

Where the 1944 and 1948 Republican standard- 
bearer, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, will stand in 
all of this is not yet clear. While the recent 
defeat in New York of John Foster Dulles by 
former Governor Herbert H. Lehman was cer- 
tainly a blow to Gov. Dewey’ who backed the 
Republican senatorial candidate in a vigorous 
personal campaign, the Governor might regain

prestige if he, himself, runs again for Governor 
and is re-elected. This would give him consid- 
erable influence in control of the numerous New 
York delegation af the 1952 convention. 

It seems generally agreed now that the Party 
would not nominate him for the third time, and 
that the Dulles defeat clinched that beyond all 
doubt. But he might well use his influence for 
Gen. Eisenhower, as has been rumored, espe- 
cially if it became apparent that the General’s 
nomination was the only way for ‘ie Eastern 
internationalist wing of the Part,. \/ith which 
both he and the General are identified, to defeat 
the Midwestern wing, which is less internation- 
ally-minded, and of which Sen. Taft is the leader. 
This conflict, itself, must enter any calculations 
about 1952. 


The Eisenhower boom offers an interest- 
ing reversal of position among -the parties. 
In 1948 Republicans weren’t interested in the 
General. They thought President Truman's 
defeat was certain, and the contest for the 
nomination was kept among the professionals. 
It was a warm one, since the White House 
seemed the sure prize. They saw no reason 
to go outside their ranks since they were not 
then looking for a deliverer. 


It was Democrats who thought they needed a 
deliverer last year. So you found New Dealers 
and labor clutching at the General’s coattails to 
rescue them, first from Harry Truman, second 
from the Republicans. The General would not 
yield to their blandishments,: and Mr. Truman 
won the day. It was, in a sense, a victory for 
the professionals within the Democratic Party. 

They are usually hard to beat in either party. 
Gen. Eisenhower very likely will discover that 
and learn that he cannot expect the nomination 
on a silver platter, but must go out and work 
for it if he wants it which may, in the end, 
determine his ultimate decision as to his can- 
didacy.

Another Cry of ‘Wolf? 


For the third time within a year, the Geor- 
gia Tax Revision Committee has scheduled a 
deadline to make its report on the State’s tax 
structure to the General Assembly. . The latest 
date advanced to the public is “some time in 
December,” but skepticism continues to prevail 
simply because the Committee twice before has 
ignored its own deadlines. This “show me” atti- 
tude also is motivated to a great extent by the 
political machinations which have surrounded 
both the Committee’s hearings and its delibera- 
tions. 


With Gov. Talmadge as its Chairman, the 
Committee, rightly or not, has been subjected to 
speculation regarding political stresses and strains 
alien to the academic issue of taxation. It will 
be remembered that while the Committee con- 
tinued its deliberations last Summer, the Gov- 
ernor, announcing a “public crisis,” called the 
Legislature into extraordinary session and 
rammed through a series of luxury taxes de- 
signed to support his program of expanded serv- 
ices. Assemblymen showed no hesitancy over 
hastening to do the Chief Executive’s’ bidding. 
The public, meantime, was informed that the 
new taxes were only “temporary” until a thor- 
ough-going tax revision could be effected. 


Now ‘that the Committee again is reported 
ready to air its findings publicly, the time has 
come for the Governor to decide if the Com- 
mittee’s report provides a basis for drastic re- 
forms in the hodgepodge structure of State levies, 
or if it merely deals with superficial remedies 
which do not reach the seat of the tax troubles. 
Authoritative sources maintain that the Commit-: 
tee has skimmed over more tax issues than it has 
delved into, but the report must speak for itself. 
Its comprehensiveness must be the Governor's 
guide, because the fact is apparently that what- 
ever Mr. Talmadge’s recommendaticus, the Leg- 
islature is sure to adopt them for better or for 
worse.

No Chicken-and-Egg Business for Him 


NEW YORK—There is a superstition in our business that all reporters, copyreaders and assist- 


ant city editors are fixing to go into the egg business when they get old. 


I can’t exactly remember 


a specific case of any ink-stained wretch who did, but I suppose it happens regularly because it 


isn't a dramatic event but more on the insidious side. 


But the egg business is the worst destroyer 


of them all next to the restaurant and saloon business. 


In my years up in the far suburbs, I saw 
many a one go in for eggs, but never a one 
stand off the feed bills to say nothing of time, 
equipment, buildings, investment and hired 
labor. Some of those poor suckers could have 
been newspaper people, who are, by reputation, 
the sorriest chumps on earth in matters of invest- 
ment and finance. But they could have been 
bankers, too, with a nostalgia for the scenes, 
scents and sounds of their childhood way back 
where they came from. Or advertising tycoons. 


Just from where you sit, you would think 
it would take a genius, like Elliott Roose- 
velt, to lose money in eggs. What does 
eggs amount too, after all? Just a lot of 
biddies chasing June-bugs and _  hopper- 
grasses, scratching up gravel and fishworms 
and eating up weed-seed and grass and 
going cut-cut-cut-ah-cut and running under 
the corn-crib when that old Mister Chanti- 
cleer stands up on tip-toe, flaps his wings 
and gets that gleam in his eyes. You can 
buy them from the mail-order house or the 
hay, grain and feed store for a dime apiece, 
assorted. and after you baby them along a 
few weeks you have got pretty realistic 
springers legging around the yard. 


But that isn’t the way it goes in real life. 
I can show you a dozen abandoned, weed-grown 
egg ranches up around where I was talking 
about, with big barns two stories high and little 
coops Ifke Henry Wallace's corrugated granaries, 
standing in melancholy rows with burdock and 
stuff up to the eaves.

But all he knew about eggs was that he liked 
them sometimes, like retired fighters who think

On U.S. Job 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook ruled 
yesterday prison labor may be 
used in clearing approximately 
160 acres of land in Liberty Coun- 
tv for the Southeastern Tidewater 
Soil Conservation Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

The Attorney General pointed 
out. that although the land 
owned by the VU. S. Government, 
the project is under joint Federal 
and State sponsorship. Therefore, 
he said, prison labor may be used 
but only under the control of the 
State Board of Corrections and not 
any sorporation or individual. 

Cook’s ruling was in answer to 
a request from Director of Cor- 
rections R. E. Warren. 

In unofficial 
to out-of-State requests, Cook told 
a New Jersey sheriff that a sheriff 
in Georgia, as an officer of the 
court, is prohibited from practicing 
law. 

He also told James W. Hamil- 
ton, of Atlanta, President of the 
National Association of Letter Car- 
riers, that Georgia has no “dog 
bite law” similar to one recently 
enacted in Illinois, but that in 
Georgia the owner of a vicious, 
dangerous animal is liable for dam- 
ages if through carelessness he 
allows the animal to run loose and 
Inture someone. 

The Attorney General told a 
Chicago optical firm that Georgia 
has no law relating to rebates from 
such companies to doctors on 
whose prescriptions spectacles are 
furnished to patients. But, he 
warned, contracts to encourage 
monopolies are illegal and void in 
Georgia.

Please, girls, don’t fall in 
love with a hairstyle because it 
looks attractive on your best 
friend or on a fashion model. 
Just because other girls can 
wear the latest style coiffure as 
fashion dictates it is no reason 
to think you can get away 
with it. 

One thing you should re- 
member, however, is that if 

you study your face and learn 
its possibilities, you will be 
able to frame it with a flat- 
tering hairdo and correctly 
arched eyebrows. 

But then of course the ques- 
tion is: How will I be able to 

‘tell the coiffure that is most be- 
coming to me? It is true that 
most girls are not good judges 
of their own makeup. Other- 
wise, you would not see some of 
the garish makeups and fyrou- 
frou hairdos on otherwise pretty 
girls. 


You will find that there are 
some good basic rules to start 


you in the right direction. Per- 
haps you will not be satisfied 
at first. But the moment you 
are complimented, you will be- 
gin to perk up and take notice 
of the hairdo that you might 
have considered too plain, too 
curly, too short or too long. As 
more and more compliments 
come your way, you will have 
a feeling that you are working 
in the right direction. Then you 
can eliminate all the hit-and- 
miss hairstyles that came be- 
fore. 

One New York hair stylist, 
John Fonda, always studies the 
face shapes of his customers be- 
fore he gives them coiffures. 
He does not chop away at the 
hair before he consults them, 
however. Usually he can show 
them a sketch that will resem- 
ble the hairdo he plans for 
them. If he can persuade them, 
he goes ahead. 


Here are his suggestions: 
First decide whether your

In.ffaming any face with a 
hairdo..or even in applying 
make-up, try to achieve a more 
oval line, considered the perfect 
face contour. You must add or 
subtract from fullness or from 
thinness by arranging vour hair 
in a becoming style. 

If you have a round face. for 
instance, you will want to bring 
your hair away from your face 
on the sides, and wear it a bit 
higher on top to help elongate 
your face. 

The square face must avoid 
anything like a Dutch boy hair- 
do which will just emphasize 
the square line. She must wear 
hair away from the face, pushed 
back and soft on top, perhaps 
with more fullness on one side. 

An oblong or an inverted 
triangle type face will need a 
side part. a little height and 
fullness on the sides toward 
the crown to make up for a 
hairline that grows too far out 
on the forehead. 

The diamond face must wear 
a hairdo that offsets the narrow- 
ness of the forehead or that cuts 
down width across the face. 
Sometimes it is necessary to 
combine both. 

If you have a long face, you 
will need fullness around it to 
give more width and to give the 
illusion of foreshortening. This 
Is accomplished by experimenta- 
tion. You will have to find the 
right hair length for you. 

The oval face is, of course, 
easy to frame. This girl can 
wear about any hairstyle 
from the madonna-part-in-the- 
middle straight hairdo to a 
feathery cut. 

Mr. Fonda does not believe 
that all women should wear the 
short coiffure, just because it is 
popular now. He _= says the 
length of the hair should be 
judged solely by what it does 
for you in beauty. He is not 
recommending the long bob, but 
he believes that school girls 
look more natural in a bob that 
comes below the ears and falls 
in soft wawes almost but not 
quite to the shoulders. Older 
women do look better in the 
shorter cut, as a rule, he has 
noticed, but even they must 
take into consideration the fa- 
cial pointers just mentioned.

LIME FOR THE TEETH 

Ben Told I should add lime 
to the children’s milk to give 
them better teeth. (Mrs. C. W.) 


Answer—Each quart of milk 
contains all the lime (calcium) 
the child requires. Whole fresh 
milk or skim milk (or sepa 
rator milk) contains more lime 
than lime water does. Besides 
lime the child requires an opti- 
mal daily ration of vitamin D 
to insure assimilation, + utiliza- 
tion and retention of the lime. 


If the child gets sufficient ex- 


posure of skin ‘to sunlight or 
daylight (even in the shade) 
the child’s body will manufac- 
ture enough vitamin D.

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HUMANE APPROACH’ TO BUILDING 


~ Architects Plan Houses 
To Fit Emotional Needs 


CHICAGO—(INS)—A group of arhitectural experts 
opined yesterday that not even a heap of livin’ can make 


some houses a home. 


Not only that, said the group, 
but many houses can even make 
livin’ a neurotic experience by 
failing to provide for the emo- 
tional needs of its occupants. 

The conclusions came yesterday 
out of a meeting designed to pro- 
mote “a humane approach” to 
home building. It was sponsored 
by two Government housing ex- 
perts. 

Leonard G Haeger, Director of 
the Division of Standardized 
Building Codes and Materials. and 
E. J. Herringer, a U. S. Sanitary 
Engineer, called 24 University of 
Illinois scientists together to dis- 
cuss the problem. 

And Prof. R. A. Jones of the 
University of Illinois, said: 


“Social well-being and mental 


health are not satisfied by mere 
material requirements in a house.” 


He pointed out that although a 
kitchen may be large enough for 
the kids to play baseball in, it 
still may not provide for the par- 
ticular needs of the family. 

Dr. Herman Koepp-Baker, of the 
University’s Department of Oto- 
laryngology (ear and throat spe- 
cialist), had another “humane” 
point to make. 


Even a room with such poor 
acoustics that the little woman 
can’t hear her soap opera as she 
putters around the kitchen may 
lead to serious repercussions Which 
Dr. Koepp-Baker puts like this: 

“When you don’t hear, you don’t 
understand. When vou don't un- 
derstand, tension and mental stress 
are created.”

Production, of course, is going 
to slow down during the re- 
mainder of the vear. It may not 
get back into high ground before 
the end of January. But there is 
a good chance the vear’s total out- 
put of cars and trucks will go 
over the 6,000,000 mark. 

The factories several weeks ago 
topped the 20-vear-old production 
record of 5,358,420 cars and trucks. 
But more important than this 
vears new record is the seeming 
certainty the industry will need 
top-level eutput during at least 
the first half of 1950. 

All industry sources appear 
agreed in the prediction of more 
record-breaking production levels 
at least during the January-July 
period of next year. 

In no small degree this view 
stems from the expectation that 
stocks of unsold cars will be well 
cleaned up bv the vear end. Be 
fore the steel strike hit production 
schedules the factories were roll- 
ing out around 145,000 cars and 
trucks a week. At that rate the 
car companies expected to have 
about three quarters of a million 
cars 1n transit or in dealers’ hands 
at Dec. 31. 

But the uncertainties of produe- 
tion because of steel shortages 
brought a lot of new car buyers 
to the sales rooms. So, despite 
th» imminence of new models bv 
the leading car companies, a big 
cut has been made in the stocks 
of unsold vehicles. 

Most of the larger companies 
still to bring out new models will 
have completed their 1949 model 
runs this week. That means De- 
cember output will be at possibly 
the lowest levels of the vear. 

There still are some cases where 
discounts are being offered to 
‘Teal 1949 models, but they 
are becoming fewer every dav. 
F definite promises are being 
made as to when delivery mav be 
expected of the new 1950 models. 

Ford has its entire line of 1950 
models in production. Pontiae 
also” began production of new 
models a couple of weeks ago. 
But most of the other new models 
vet to come are almost certain to 
be delaved bv the shortage ‘of 
stee] 

If the vear’s output of:cars and 
trucks reaches the now predicted 
6.000.000 units, the total for the 
four and one-half vears since the 
war will come to well above 19,- 
250.000 vehicles. 

The demand which required 
that volume of output wasn’t piled 
up entirely by the fact there was 
no production -for civilian use 
from February. 1942, until July 1, 
1945. It was due in no small de 
gree to the increasing use of mo- 
tor transportation. 

This is borne out by inotor ve- 
hicle registration figures which 
indicate the total at this vear's 
end will exceed 43,000,000. At 
the end of 1945 the total was 30,- 
638,429.

Foreign securities, however, 
“vielded relatively low returns’— 
about three percent of par value 
(or 3.8 percent of market value) 
for foreign-issued U. S. bonds pay- 
able in U. S. dollars. 

This contrasted with 1919-1940 
experience, when private U. S. in- 
vestors were figured by the De- 
partment to have taken a “net loss 
on combined direct and portfolio 
(securities) investments of $3,600,- 
000,000.” 

The billion-a-year rise in private 
U. S. investments abroad over the 
1946-48 period set a record, the 
Department said, noting that “the 
previous high mark was $602,000,- 
000 in 1929.” 

The Department said about 90 
percent of the post-World War II 


investments were of the direct va-. 


riety—mostly put up by corpora- 
tions for expansion of existing en- 
terprises—whereas in the 1920s, 
60 percent of American foreign in- 
vestments were in foreign bonds. 

A relatively few concerns—‘“10 
of the approximately 2,500 Ameri- 
can companies with foreign 
branches and subsidiaries’’—were 
credited with accounting for more 
than 76 percent of direct American 
investments abroad in 1947. 

Situations most attractive to 
American investors, the Depart- 
ment noted, involved “enterprises 
that developed natural resources, 
particularly petroleum, and export- 
ed the derived products to the 
United States and elsewhere for 
dollars.”

Davis said yesterday that 
one of the reasons for a sue- 
cessful season — his charges 
had won nine straight games 
up to last night’s final con- 
test is the use of ice.

game the players lie for 14 
minutes on their backs with 
ice packs on their stomachs.

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“Well, I feel that I have a job 
to do,” says the rugged little guy. 
“My objective is to create a better 
understanding between the mili- 
tary and the people, who, in the 
final analysis, run this Army.

As commander of the XIII Corps 
he fought through France, the Low 
Countries and Germany in World 
War II, and then went to China to 
assist Gen. George C. Marshall on 
a special Presidential Mission and 
become Commanding General of 
U. S. forces there after the war. 


But the little Sewanee quarter- 
back of 1909 hasn’t been content 
to rest on his laurels or his rank. 

The guy is human, as _ his 
subordinate officers and men have 
long since learned. He may turn 
up at any time in an enlisted 
men’s mess hall to see how they 
are faring. Every Sunday when 
he is at Fort MacPherson he visits 
the hospital and greets every 
patient before he goes to church. 
Why? Because in peacetime, as 
In war, he realizes that these 
people are his friends and he 
learned through machine gun and 
artillery fire that “there is noth- 
ing finer in this world than the 
comradeship of men in battle.”

ENTERING STUDENTS FACED 17 DOCTORS 


Emory's Health Program Resumed — 


A shiny new student 
health program, backed up by the 
facilities of the University School 
of Medicine and its 350-bed teach- 
ing hospital, swung into its second 
year of action this month at Em- 
ory University. 

The 4,000-student institution to- 
day released first figures on the 
first 12 months of a plan of inten- 
sive care for student health. 

Early in October, 600 entering 
students in afl 10 of Emory’s 
schools and colleges faced an as- 
sembly line of doctors, to go 
through one of the most rigid phys- 
igal examination schedules in any 

. S. college. 

In small 


postwar 


groups beneath the 
watchful eyes of 17 physicians, 
the new students underwent a 
whole battery of tests. They were 
weighed and measured; records of 
past injuries, diseases and opera- 
tions were taken; eyes, ears, nose, 
throat, heart, lungs, pelvic cavity 
and extremities were examined 


‘thoroughly. Present ailments were 


diagnosed and remedial action ad- 
vised. Farther along, each man 
was given typhoid and smallpox 
shots, chest X-ray, Kahn _ blood 
test, and urinalysis.

new Student Infirmary, which oc- 
cupies a wing of the Emory Uni- 
versity Hospital. 

Examinations completed, univer- 
sity medical authorities had a 
complete picture of the new stu- 
dent body’s physical character- 
istics to go along wWith the aca- 
demic record being compiled. in 
the classrooms. 

On the basis of these records, 
almost before the last of the 600 
had completed the examination 
process, some of the first in line 
were being called in for appoint- 
ments with one of the two full- 
time. university physicians. A diag- 
nosis of hernia, for example, prob- 
ably will mean no Christmas vaca- 
tion for the student. He will be 
ushered into the hospital or the 
infirmary, depending upon his fi- 
nancial status, to be operated upon, 
either by his own physician or by 
a university specialist, all of whom 
are subject to call by the Student 
Health Service at any time. 

During the four years or more 
of his stay at Emory, the average 
student’s health card will be active 
many times, depending upon his 
physical condition. It will be 
marked in red, either A, good phys- 
ical condition; B, to be watched; C,

nursing care for ether patients is 
too demanding for nurses busy 
with dressimgs and shots, medica- 
tion and emergency calls. 

Such surgery patients are kept 
in a hospital ward only until they 
are well out of the anesthetic and 
are then transferred to the infir- 
mary .Should they desire a private 
room in the hospital, they pay only 
the difference between ward and 
private room. Usually, they pre- 
fer the infirmary. 

Heart and soul of the student 
health plan, the infirmary is new, 
bright and airy. With separate 
sections for men and women (al- 
though predominantly a _ male 
school, Emory has several hundred 
\women in its nursing, medical, 
dental, law, theology and graduate 
schools), the wing has both ward 
.and private room facilities. 

During its first complete year 
of expanded operation, the Emory 
student Health Service treated an 
average of 67 patients per dav. 
Since the opening of school this 
Fall, Dean of Students E. H. Rece 
says, that number has risen to 
115 or 120. 

Already in the 1949-50 academic 
year, there have been 196 case: 
of upper respiratory infection; 55 
of skin diseases; 19 gastrointes- 
tinal cases: 25 orthopedic: four 
cardiovascular; 33 allergy; 23 eye, 
ear, nose or throat; three gynecol- 
O£y: nine genito-urinary, and four 
psychoneurotic. Many of these 
cases were turned up as a result 
of the physical examinations giv- 
en the entering students. 

Dovetailed with the health serv- 
ice plan is a program of remedial 
physical education operated by 
the university's department of ath- 
letics and physical education.

War Losses — 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—'Starve 
or watch your defeat on the 
screen” is the new Soviet method 
to rub in Nazi disaster into Saxon’) 
filmgoers. | 

Soviet authorities are employing 
a novel method to bring home to 
the inhabitants of Eastern Saxony, 
which they occupy, the defeat of 
Nazi troops in Russia. 

A dispatch from Berlin to Afton- 
bladet of Stockholm reports that 
moviegoers in Soviet Saxony are 
now being surprised with an eytra 
picture on the screen of which the 
program had made no mention, 
and must sit through the show to 
watch it, whether they like it or 
not. The current “surprise” picture 
is Soviet-made “Stalingrad,” a 
propaganda film glorifying ihe So- 
viet victory over the trapped Ger- 
man Army of Field Marshall Fried- 
rich Von Paulus. 

The Swedish -correspondent re- 
ports that at first showings of the, 
“surprise picture” the entire Sax- 
on audience left the theater, and 
that Communist authorities then 
decided that anyone leaving be- 
fore the end of the Russian movie 
would have his food card with- 
drawn from him for a certain 
period. Compulsory watching of

For the Navy itself, seasickness 
is an almost nonexistent problem. 
Less than one sailor per thousand, 
per year is placed on the sick list 
because of it. Even among persons 
not used to the sea, sugar pills will 
cure 50 percent of all cases, Capt. 
Shaw said, and most persons re- 
cover in a few days anyway, re- 
gardless of continuing rough seas. 

Altogether tests were made with 
approximately 900 individuals. It, 
at least, halved the incidence 
among chronic mal-de-mer victims. 
The effect of a small preventative 
dose lasted about five hours. 
About twice as heavy a dose was 
needed for a cure. 

The drug also was found to have 
considerable value in preventing 
and curing nausea of expectant 
mothers, although the effect was 
not as good as in seasickness.

If Leopold should regain his 
throne as a result of a favorable 
plebiscite, in all likelihood he 
would resolve his own and his 
country’s problems by reigning for 
two years, until Crown Prince 
Baudouin has reached his twenty- 
first birthday, and then. abdicate 
in favor of his son. 

There is reason to believe that 
such a plan was discussed by Leo- 
pold and the Belgian Prime Min- 
ister at their recent meeting and 
would be announced after a fa- 
\vorable plebiscite as a means of 
calming opposition manifestations 
when the King returns to Brussels. 

The drama within Leopold’s im- 
mediate family is based on two 
well-known factors. The first is 
that 19-vear-old Baudouin, who 
has never left his father’s side, is 
unhappy at the prospect of being 
used as an instrument to deprive 
his father of political vindication. 
The young Prince is said to feel 
that his immediate accession to the 
‘throne would deny him for the 
rest of his life the guidance and 
comradeship of his father. On the 
other hand, if Leopold is permitted 
to return to the throne, even for 
a short time, there would be no 
political curtain separating the two 
in future years. 

The second factor is that Leo- 
pold’s wife, Princess De Rethy, 
knows that her 1941 marriage to 
the captive King is a principal 
cause for the opposition to his re- 
turn. There is hardly a doubt, even 
in the minds of Leopold’s bitterest 
enemies, that he would have been 
permitted to return promptly had 
he not flouted traditional neutrali- 
ty by marrying a Flemish com- 
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turn if only°>to relieve this situa- 
tion. 

Those close to Leopold say that 
if it were not for these two per- 
sonal factors, he would not have 
put up so stubborn a struggle to 
regain his throne. He has lost 
much of his vigor and would be 
content to remain without respon- 
‘sibilities of state, but he has 
‘thought it out carefully and feels 
that a brief reign would resolve 
difficulties which would otherwise 
cloud his life and those of his wife 
and son. 

Latest estimates by Leopold’s 
supporters in Belgium hold that 
he will easily win more than 55 
percent of the total vote, but will 
fall short of the two thirds which 
the Socialists claim is necessary 
for a constitutional monarchy. Few 
believe that the Socialists will call 
a general strike. The economic 
situation here has reached a crisis 
point. ang feeling among the work- 
ers is hardly strong enougt to 
call them off their precarious jobs. 
An announcement that Leopold in- 
tends to abdicate when Baudouin 
has reached his majority would, it 
is believed. stifle any opposition 
which may persist.

Japan Needs 50 Years To Regain 
Former Strength, Says Philosopher 


NAKATSU, Japan—‘“It will take 
half a century for Japan to regain 
her prewar strength,” predicts Dr. 
Shumei Okawa, Japan’s foremost 
Ultra-Nationalist. 

“Japan will suffer more, for she 
is deeply wounded,” Okawa said, 
and compared American aid to 
drinking sake (rice wine)—Japan 
now is intoxicated, a little drunk. 
When American aid stops, Japan 
will suffer. Then there will come 
some kind of chaos. And (only) 
then, true resurrection for Japan 

“We must learn from you 
Americans the scientific method 
of living and from the Russians 
how to organize people.” 

In the year 2,000, according to 
Okawa’'s timetable, Japan should 
be back in her 1941 international 
position. 

Dr. Okawa’s comments are hard- 
lv idle observations. During the 
thirties he was the philosopher of 
Japanese aggression and ultra-Na- 
tionalism. He has been called the 
Rosenberg of Japan. 

Americans may not remember 
Okawa as such, but they will tre- 
member the skinny man who sat 
behind Hideki Tojo during the 
opening of the Tokyo war crimes 
trials. That was Okawa—-the man 
who smacked Tojo on his bald 
head. The International Military 
Tribunal for the Far East declared 
him a case of dementia praecox, 
and ordered him confined in an 
insane asylum. 

After three years in prison and 
jn hospitals, he was freed and is 
now living in this village, two 
hours by Jeep from Tokyo. 

During his confinement, Okawa 
completed a Japanese translation 
of the Koran, which will be pub-

At present, the former professor 
of political science and of the his- 
tory of colonial policy is writing a 
book in English: “The Character 
of the Japanese People.’ He hopes 
to have the book published in the 
United States. 

“Few foreigners understand us,’ 
Dr. Okawa started his criticism of 
modern Japan. “The French un- 
derstand Japanese mentality best. 
One must have a delicate mind to 
do so. Americans, British and Ger. 
mans have big, strong, broad 
minds.” 

Today, “Japan is a ‘Democrazy’ 
instead of a Democracy. You can't 
Americanize a Japanese. The occu- 
pation is trying to take away our 
past and put in something new. 
That’s bad. We should keep the 
good of the past and bring in the 
good from abroad.” 

It might be added parenthetically 
here that what the doctor has in 
mind is to keep the feudalistic 
ideas of the past and graft to them 
our technological advances shorn 
of the American spirit in which 
they were created. 

“Students no longer bow when 
they enter a classroom,” he said.

“This is a form of school etiquette 
which shows respect for the teach- 
er. Sons and daughters have lost 
all respect for their parents. The 
family system is breaking up. Un- 
der the new inheritance law a fa- 
ther’s property must be divided 
equally among his sons upon his 
death.

Asked about the strength of the 
Ultra Nationalist movement, 
Okawa shrugged his shoulders. In 
his opinion, the Japan _ Labor 
Party, at present the strongest of 
the Ultra Nationalist groups, will 
not succeed “in the near future.” 

“Such parties as the Japan La- 
bor Party must learn organiza- 
tional methods to be effective,” he 
added. “This will take five to 10 
vears. The Japanese lack talent 
for organization. Before the war 
the only real organizations in 
Japan were the Army and the 
Navy”—which the Ultra National 
ists controlled. 

He observed that the Commu- 
nists know how to organize people. 
He smiled dryly when I remarked 
that Japan Labor Partv members 
had infiltrated Communist ranks 
to learn the latter’s methods. 

“Fortunately, there are no good 
leaders among the Communists. 
Otherwise, Communist influence 
would spread very quickly,” he 
said 

The Professor paused. Meticu- 
lously he poured coffee, mixed in 
cream and sugar and offered me 
some rice cakes. 

He turned to the subject of the 
Emperor. “In Japan it is a nation- 
al belief — I don’t know whether 
it's a fact or a supposition—that 
the Emperor is a descendant of 
the Sun Goddess, our national an- 
cestor,” he continued. “There is 
no change in the people’s relation- 
ship to the Emperor. Our feeling 
for the Emperor is quite religious. 
In the past, Japanese patriots 
made the mistake of asking other 
nations to pay respect to our Em- 
peror. Our Emperor belongs to the 
Japanese nation alone; he is the 
head of every family.” 

Dr. Okawa has little respect for 
Japanese leaders of today. He says 
thev were “bystanders” during the 
war. “I don’t like bystanders. I 
like enemies better,” he adds. 

“Japanese history will call our 
present-day leaders robots. That's 
quite naturat. We are captives. 

“But I am dissatisfied because 
they are not good robots. They 
have no _ sincerity, no courage. 
(Prime Minister Shigeru) Yo- 
shida’s party has the majority in 
Parliament but a few Communists 
have more power. Most Japanese 
work five hours a day. Ten and 
12 hours a day is not enough to 
reconstruct miserable Japan. But 
the Government has no guts to 
make the workers work.” 

Dr. Okawa made one last pre- 
diction. Said he: “There is no 
anti-American feeling now. The 
Japanese are America worship- 
pers. They even respect American 
soldiers. But anti-American fee}l- 
ing will rise when Japan is too 
Americanized. This is the pattern 
of Japanese history. Japan is open 
and closed to foreign influence 
cyclically.”

But Now It's In College Course

totem pole carving. 

Offered at Squamish Life Col- 
lege, British Columbia’s §all-In- 
dian school in North Vancouver, 
i’ presents the braves of the far 
Nort! west with an opportunity to 
relearn (under critical professorial 
eye) an tlmost forgotten craft. 
The course, incidentally, is the 
first formalized attempt to teach 
the subject in educational history. 

Since the tur of the 20th Cen- 
tury totem-carving has been a 
dying art. About the oniy work 
undertaken, notes the National 
Geographic Society, vas been the 
restoring of pole clusters stil! 
standing in Southeast Alaska and 
along the coast of British Colum- 


bia—America’s ‘“totempolar_ re- 
gion.” 

Yet less than a century ago the 
Nortnwest cribes — the Haida, 
Tsimshian and_ Tlingit were 
erecfing totem poles about as fast 
as they could ‘accumulate the 
wealth to afford them. To the 
tribal chief of the 1860's, owning 
a totem was like having one’s 
name in today’s social registers.

Augusta s Pioneer St. Paul's To Observe 
Thanksgiving Held There 160 Years Ago 


AUGUSTA — Old St. 
Church, on the Savannah River 
bank—at the site of old Fort Au- 
gusta of Revo- 
lutionary fame 
—is planning a 
special Thanks- 
giving service 
today. It will 
mark the 160th 
anniversary 
since the first 
official state ob- 
servance Was 
heid in St. 
Paul's Episco- 
pal Church on 
Nov. 26, 1789, 
following the 
Act of Congress 
Of Oct. 8 set: 
ting an annual 
Thanksgiving Day. 

But the St. Paul’s where the 
1949 observance will be held is 
not that same little wooden church 
of 1789 to which Gov. Edward 
Telfair led members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and other - high 
State officials on that first public 
Thanksgiving—Augusta being then 
the capital of Georgia. 

Nor was the 1789 church the 
first St. Paul's. The first.. dt. 
Paul’s was a small log structure 
erected in 1750 “under the cur- 
tains” of Fort Augusta, which had 
been built and garrisoned in 1735 
when Gen. Oglethorpe laid out the 
trading post 135 miles up the river 
from the two-year-old town of Sa- 
\.nnah. 

To combat the “boundless l- 
cense and wanton vice” that ran 
rampant in the trading post, “the 
gentlemen of Augusta” called upon 
the English trustees of the Colony 
of Georgia to send a clergyman to 
Augusta, offering to build a 
church, furnish a rectory and to 
contribute 20 pounds aé=e$=year 
toward his salary. 

The first St. Paul’s was accord- 
ingly built and in 1751 the Rev. 
Jonathan Copp was sent as the 
first clergyman by the London So- 
ciety for the Propogation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts. 

Of early Augusta, Dr. Eugene 
E. Murphey in his poem “The Riv- 
er”? has written: 


Rev. Schilling 


“It was a Godless land—no stee- 
ple reared its crest 
To Heaven—like a hand 
raised Mm prayer— 
Until at Old Saint Paul’s—upon 
the river's brink 
The Church of England prayed 
in English wise—”’

A vivid description of this early 
Augusta is also given in a letter 
from the Rev. Copp to the Trus- 
tees of the Society and to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury a few 
months after he took over his 
charge in this strange wilderness. 
This letter, preserved in the ar- 
chives of the Society, states: 

“We live in Augusta in fear of 
our lives. The merciless savages 
whose tender mercies are cruel- 
ties, have threatened us much of 
late. They have in cold blood 
murdered and scalped sundry of 
the English.”

After the surrender of Fort Au- 
gusta (then Fort Cornwallis) on 
June 5, 1781, all of St. Paul’s prop- 
erty, including some 300 acres of 
glebe land for the support of the 
church was confiscated by the 
State as British Crown property. 
Thereafter there was no church in 


Augusta for five years, and almost 7 


the same state of lawlessness as 
prevailed before construction of St. 
Paul’s prevailed again. 

The State taking cognizance of 
this, in 1783 directed the State 
Commissioners to divide the glebe 
property of St. Paul’s into lots, sell 
some and build a church which 
would be a “Meeting House” for 
all denominations—which at that 
time were coming into Augusta. 

The Commissioners in 1786 built 
the second St. Paul’s, a little wood- 
en building 30x40 feet. It was in 
this church that Gov. Telfair and 
members of the State Legislature 
repaired for divine service on the 
first official State Thanksgiving on 
Nov. 26, 1789. An account of the 
service says “the General Assem- 
bly met at the State House at 10 
a. m., and there joined by tne 
Governor, the clergymen and offi- 
cers of the State, formed a procés- 
sion and marched to St. Paul’s

Scouts are getting younger? And 
have you noticed a group of older 
Scouts visiting the place where 
you work lately? 

If you have, you are seeing ex- 
amples of the new brand of Scout- 
ing. Boys of eight can now become 
Cubs, and boys of 14 are now part 
of the complefe now Explorers’ 
program. 

For several years now, at the re- 
quest on National Scout Headquar- 
ters, a committee headed by Su- 
preme Court Justice Owen J. 
Roberts has been looking for a 
way that Scouting could offer more 
of today. After all, 
Scouting came to this country 40 
years ago, and there have been 
few major changes.

The analysis of these bombing 
consequences is contained in the 
first comprehensive report by the 
Commission’s division of biology 
and madicine of what would hap- 
per to the city of Washington if 
‘t were hit by an atomic attack. 

The report says the bombed city 
also could expect two relatively 
harmless after effects in the form 
cf a-cloud which would sprout 
after the explosion, and a radiation 
point directly under the burst 
which would permit entry of res- 
cue missions. 

The blast and wind, says the re- 
port, would crush ordinary brick 
homes for a distance of 7,000 to 
B.000 feet, severely damage steel 
buildings for 4,000 to 5,000 feet 
around. and substantially damage 
steel-reinforced concrete skyscrap- 
ers up to 2,500 feet. 

The Commission says that long- 
range community planning to place 
projected hospitals, fire stations, 
and other essential emergency 
services in properly dispersed 
fashion is needed to cope with such 
an attack. 

“Supplies, supplementary fire- 
fighting equipment and new hos- 
pitals must be kept outside vul- 
nerable areas,” it warns. 

The report points out that the 
attractiveness of the target to the 
enemy vanishes with dispersal and | 
that the only alternative to save 
the lives of key personnel would 
be a large-scale shelter system. 

“However, adequate warnings 
must be assumed for any shelter 
fo be effective,” adds the report, 
“hence, dispersal is far preferable.” 

The Commission says the trouble 
wit ha shelter system is that, even 
if it does save lives of those taking 
Shelter in advance, it does not

State Plans More Sordial Welcome 
For Growing Parae of Tourists 


With tourists already pouring 
$118,000,000 a year into Georgia, 
¢ the State Department of Commerce 
is at work on a double-breasted 
plan to give these visitors a more 
cordial welcome, according to 
Clark Gaines, Secretary of the De- 
partment. 

One project, initiated several 
months ago, encourages the con- 
Struction of Wayside Parks in 
every county of the State. Already 
more than fifty of these roadside 
rest-and-relaxation areas are being 
built or planned by the various 
communities. As many as a hun- 
dred others are expected to be con- 
structed. Sponsors are civic clubs, 
women’s organizations, veterans’ 
groups, chambers of commerce and 
others. 

In the midst of this enterprise 
the Department has been envision- 
ing the erection at the State line 
of Welcome Stations to provide 
the incoming tourist with a cor 
dial reception as he enters Georgja 
and supply him with travel infor- 
mation. This project will be 
brought to the attention of the 
next session of the Legislature. At 
first, according to the plan, only 
one would be built and operated. 
After the State had had experience 
With this one, others would be con- 
templated. 

The matter was first discussed 
early in the year when Y. F. Gees- 
lin, member of the Department’s 
Board of Commissioners, advanced 
the suggestion. Since then it has 
been the topic of discussion and 
planning at several State-wide con- 
ferences called by the Department 
and attended by highway associa- 


tion officials, 
clation executives, veterans organi- 
zation heads, State Department ex- 
ecutives and others. 

The type of Welcome and In.- 


formation Station the Department 


has in mind follows the pattern 
of the one recently opened by the 
State of Florida on the Georgia’ 
border north of Jacksonville on 

.S. Aighway 17.

The bidding was sound in all 
respects. South having opened a 
hand that was minimum in high 
cards, could do nothing but rebid 
spades in response to partner's 
one-round force. North was Jus- 
tified in raising to four. Inas- 
much as he held a sound open- 
ing bid him self, he could visual- 
ize a game when partner opened 
the bidding. T he problem was to 
find the “spot.” He made every 
effort to induce partner to bid 
three no trump but when South 
bid spades for the third time his 
two trumps became normal sup: 
port, since opener had identified 
a six-card suit. 

When opened the king of 
hearts and when the doubleton 
showed up in dummy, promptly 
shifted to the queen of spades. 
Declarer won and returned a 
heart, but West continued with 
the jack of trumps. 

fter winning this trick de- 
clarer placed all his faith in the 
even break of the diamond sult. 
On the third diamond he dis- 
carded one of his hearts. If this 
trick lived, he would discard his 
last heart on the fourth diamond 
which the opposition could win 
only with the high trump. Unfor- 
tunately, however, West ruffed 
the third diamond and cashed 
the setting trick in hearts. 

Declarer could have rendered 
the contract virtually ironclad, 
by the simple expedient of giv- 
ing up the trump trick early in- 
stead of late. The important con- 
sideration was to assure the un- 
interrupted run of diamonds. 
When West leads the queen of 
spades, declarer should permit 
him to hold it, since one trick 
must be lost in spades at all 
events. The best that West can 
now do is cash the ace of hearts 
and continue with a trump.
